PATENTS AND DESIGNS ORDINANCE. 


No. ;h of 1924. 


WHEREAS provision was made by Public Notice <I 
30th September, 1019, lor the provisional registration under 
certain conditions of patents and designs in Palestine, 


grant 


AND WHEREAS it is desirable to provide for the 
of new patents and for the registration of patents and designs 
generally and for that purpose to replace the Ottoman Law of 
Patents by provisions in accordance with the requirements of the 
International Conventions relating to industrial property, 

HE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine, 
with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof:-

There shall be a Register of Patents and a Register 
of Designs under this Ordinance which shall be kept at the 
Law Courts, Jerusalem, or at such other place as may he from 
lime to time appointed by the High Commissioner by Notice 
published in the Gazette.

The Register of Patents shall contain the names 

v r P 

and addresses of grantees of patents and of persons registered 
as patentees in pursuance of the provisions of Section 24 and 
Section 55. It shall contain notifications of assignment, licences, 
amendments, and revocations of patents and such other matters 
as may be prescribed. 

(3) The Register of Designs shall contain 'the names 
and addresses of proprietors of registered designs, notifications 
of assignment, cancellation of registration of designes, licences, 
and such other matters a sf may be prescribed. 

(4) There shall be a Registrar of Patents and Designs 
(hereinafter called the Registrar) appointed by the High Com¬ 
missioner, who shall be assisted bv such ollicers and clerks as 


the Registrar, with the sanction of the High Commissioner, may 
from time to time determine. 

(5) The Register of Patents and the Register of De¬ 
signs shall, in the absence of proof to the contrary, be evidence 
of any matters by this Ordinance directed or authorised to he 

entered therein.

PART I. PATENTS. 


3. (X) The true and first inventor of every new inveii- 
lion, subject in nil respects to the conditions and provisions nl 
this Ordinance, is entitled to the grant of a patent conferring 
the exclusive right to use, exploit, make, manufacture, produce, 
supply and sell the said invention or to grant licences therefor, 

(2) All grants of patents made under this Ordinanee 

shall he made at the risk of the grantee and without guarantee 

or responsibility on the part o! the Government either as to the 

novelty or utility or merits of the invention or as to its confor-

mity with the specification. 

4. (I) An application for a pa Unit may he made by such 
true and first inventor, whether alone or jointly with any other 
person or persons. Such application shall he made in the 
prescribed form to the Registrar. 


(2) The application must contain a sworn declaration 
to the effect that the applicant is in possession of an invention 
whereof he, or, in the case of a joint application, one at least 
of tlu* applicants, claims to he* tlit* true and first inventor lor 
which la* desires to obtain a patent, and must, be* accompanied 
by a spe*cification. 


5. (I) The specification must particularly

<2> Where an acknowledgeinentof the* filing of an appli¬ 
cation lias been given, the'invention may, during the period 
between the* date of the application and the date of sealing 
such patent, he used and published without prejudice to the 
patent to he granted for the invention and such protection shall

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7. (1) The Registrar may at any lime before acceptance 

of flie specification require the applicant to make such amend¬ 
ments in the application or specification as may he requisite 
In secure compliance with the provisions of Sections 4 and f> 
hereof.

(2) If it appears to the Registrar that the invention 
claimed lias been claimed or described in any specification 
previously bulged or in any patent previously registered, tie shall 
notify the applicant accordingly and may require any such 
amendment a3 may he requisite, provided that it shall in no 
case he the duty of the Registrar to make any investigation for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether the invention claimed has 
been so claimed, described or* registered. 


(3) Where an application or specification has been 
amended, the application shall, if the Registrar so directs, bear 
date as from the date of tiie amendment. 


(4) If the Registrar is satisfied that the invention 
claimed has been already claimed or described in any specification 
previously lodged he shall, unless the objection is removed by 
amending the specification to his satisfaction, determine whether 
a reference to any and if so to what prior specification ought 
to he made in the specification by way of notice to the public. 
Provided that the Registrar, if satisfied that the invention 
claimed has been wholly and specifically claimed in any specifi¬ 
cation, shall refuse to accept the specification. 

(.">) The Registrar shall refuse to accept any application 
and specification for an invention the use of which would he 
in liis opinion contrary to Law or to morality or to public policy. 

8. If in (he opinion of the Registrar, the invention 
described in the application and spec ification concerns instru¬ 
ments or munitions of /war or is of any military value, he 
shall refer the application to the High (lommissioner who may, 
after such enquiry as he thinks fit,

(2) On the acceptance of the specification, either by 
the Registrar or on appeal from his decision in accordance with 
Section 49, the Registrar shall advertise the acceptance, and 
the application and specifications, with the drawings, if any, 
shall be open to public inspection. 


(3) After the acceptance of the specification and until 
the sealing of a patent in respect thereof or the expiration ol 
the time for sealing, the applicant shall have the like privileges 
and rights as if a patent for the invention had been sealed on 
the date of the acceptance of the specification, provided Lhal 
an applicant shall not Ik* entitled to institute any proceedings 
for infringement until a patent for the invention has been 

irranled to him. 


10. ( I) Any person may at any time within two monlio 
from the date ol the advertisement of the acceptance ol Ihe 
specification give notice to the Registrar ol opposition to the 
grant of the patent on any of Ihe following grounds: 

(a) that Ihe applicant obtained the invention from him 
or from' a person of whom he is tin* legal representative; 

(b) that the invention has been claimed in any specifica¬ 
tion for a Palestinian patent which is or will be of prior date 
to the patent the grant, of which is opposed; 

(e) that a patent in respect of the invention claimed has 
already been" registered bv the person making the opposition 

under the Public Notice No. 430 of 30th September, 4919;

(d) that the invention has been made available to the 
public by publication in any document published in Palestine 
prior to the application;

(t*) that a perso/i making opposition is the proprietor ol 
an Ottoman Patent in respect ol the invention claimed which 
is capable of’ registration in accordance with the provisions ol 
Section 55 of this Ordinance, and that an application for such 
registration has been lodged; 

(f) that the native of the invention or the manner in 

which it ts to be performed is not sufficiently or clearly des¬ 
cribed in the specification j ■

Cg) that in the case of an application under Section 51 
of this. Ordinance a specification describes or claims an inven¬ 
tion other than that for which protection has been applied for 
in a foreign state and that such invention forms the subject of

(2i Where notice of opposition is given tlie Registrar 
shall coiiiiniinicate the notice to the applicant andg shall, on 
the expiration of the period of two months and after hearing 
the applicant and opponent if desirous ot being heard, decide 

on the case. 

II. (l) If there is no opposition, or, in the case ol 
opposition, if the determination is in favour of the grant of the 
patent, the patent shall on payment of the prescribed fee be 
oraiited to the applicant or in the case of joint application to 
the applicants jointly; and tin* Registrar shall cause the patent 
to lie sealed with the seal of the Registry of Patents. 


(2) The patent shall be sea let I as soon as maybe hut 
mil after the expiration of 18 months from the date of applica¬ 
tion provided that where the sealing is delayed by appeal or 
opposition the patent may be sealed at such time as the District 
Court or the Registrar, as the case may be, may direct. 


(3) Where an applicant has died before the sealing* of 
the patent and the patent is granted to bis legal representative, 
the patent may he sealed at any time within 1 2 months after 
the date of the applicant's death. 


(4) Where for any reason the patent cannot be sealed 
within the period allowed by this Section, the period may, on 
payment of such fee as may be prescribed and upon compliance 
wiili the prescribed conditions, be extended. 

12. Except as otherwise expressly provided by this 
Ordinance a patent shall he dated and sealed as ol the Hate ol 
the application. / 

Provided that no proceedings shall he taken in respect 
of an infringement committed before the acceptance of the 
specification. 


13. fl) A patent ^sealed with the seal of the Registry 
of Patents shall have effect throughout all parts of Palestine 
provided that a patentee may assign his patent for any place 
in or part of Palestine as effectually as if the patent were ori¬ 
ginally granted to extend to that place or part only. 

(2) Every patent shall be in a prescribed foim, and 
shall he granted for one*invention only but the specification may

14. (1) The term limited m every patent lor the dura¬ 

tion thereof shall, save as otherwise expressly provided hv this 
Ordinance be lb Years from its date. 


(2) A patent shall cease if the patentee fails to pay 
the prescribed fee within the prescribed time, provided that the 
Registrar, upon application of the patentee, shall upon receipt 
of such additional lee as may he prescribed, enlarge the time 
to such an extent as may be applied for bill not exceei 
three months. 



(3) If any proceedings are taken in respect of «m 
infringement of the patent committed after a failure to pay a fee 
within the prescribed time and before any enlargement thereof, 
the Court before which the proceedings are proposed to he 
taken may, if it thinks fit, refuse to award any damages in res¬ 
pect of such infringement. 


15. ( I) Where a patent for an invention has been applied 

Ibr or granted, and the applicant of* the patentee, as the case 
may be, applies for a further patent in respect, of any improve¬ 
ment in or modification of the invention, he mav, if he thinks 
lit, in his application for the further patent, reipiest that the 
term limited in that patent for the duration thereof he the 
same as that of the original patent or so much of that term as 
is unexpired. 

(2) where an application containing such a request is 
made, a patent, hereinaftei referred to as a patent of addition, 
may be granted for such term as aforesaid.

(3) A patent of addition shall remain in force so long 
as the patent for the original invention remains in force, hut no 
longer, and in respect of a patent of addition no fees shall he 
payable for renewal, 

Provided that, if thjfc patent for the original invention is 
revoked, then the patent of addition shall, if the Court or Re¬ 
gistrar so orders, become an independent patent, and the lees 
payable and the dates when they become payable shall be de¬ 
termined by its date, but its duration shall not exceed the 
unexpired term of the patent for the original invention.

(4) fhe grant of a patent of addition shall be conclusive 
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evidence that the invention is a proper subject for a patent of 
addition, and the validity of the patent shall not be questioned 
on the "round that the invention ought to have been the subject 
of an independent patent. 

It). (1) Where any patent has become void owing to 
the failure of the patentee to pay any prescribed fee within 
the prescribed time, the patentee may apply to the Registrar 
in the prescribed maimer for an order for the restoration of the 
patent. 


(2) Every such application shaH Vontain a statement of 
the circumstances which have led to the omission of the payment 
of the prescribed fee. 


(3) If it appears from such statement that the omission 

was unintentional and that no undue delay has occurred in the

making of the application, the Registrar shall advertise the 
application in the prescribed manner, and within such time as 
may he prescribed any person may give notice of opposition at 


the Registry of Patents. 


(4) Where such notice is given the Registrar shall 
notify the applicant thereof. 

(5) After the expiration of the prescribed period the 
Registrar shall hear the case and issue an order either restor¬ 
ing the patent or dismissing the application. 

17. (i) An applicant or a patentee may, at any time, 

by request in writing left at the Registry of Patents seek leave 
to amend his specification (including drawings forming part 
thereof) by way of disclaimer, correction, or explanation, stating 
the nature of and the reasons for the proposed amendment. 

(2) The request And the natureof the proposed amend¬ 
ment shall he advertised in the prescribed manner; and at any 
time within one month from its first advertisement any person 
may give notice at the Registry of Patents of opposition to this 

amendment.

shall hear and decide the case. 


(4) Where no notice of oppotition is given or the person 
so giving notice of opposition does’ not appeal*, the Registrar 
shall determine whether and subject to what conditions, if any, 
die amendment ought, to be allowed..

(5) No amendment shall be allowed which would make 
the specification as amended claim an invention substantially 
larger than or substantially different from the invention claimed 
hy the specification as it stood before amendment. 


(6) Leave to amend shall be conclusive as to the right 
of the party to make the amendment allowed except in case of 
fraud; and the amendment shall he advertised in the prescribed 
manner and shall be deemed to form part of the specifi¬ 
cation provided that the Court shall he entitled in construing 
the specifications as amended to refer to the specification as 
accepted and published. 


(7) This Section shall not apply when and so long as 
any action for infringement or proceeding before the Court for 
the revocation of the patent is pending. 


18. In any action for infringement of a patent or proceed¬ 
ings before a Court lor the revocation of a patent, the Court 
may hy order allow the pa'entee to amend his specification in 
such manner and subject to such terms as to costs, advertise¬ 
ment or otherwise, as the Court may think fit. 


Provided tl at no amendment shall tie so allowed that 
would make the specification, as amended, claim an invetion 
substantially different from the invention claimed by the speci¬ 
fication as if stood before the amendment, and where an appli¬ 
cation for such an order is made notice of the application shall 
lie given to the Registrar, and the Registrar shall have the 
right to appear ami he heard, and shall appear if so directed 
bv the Court.

COMPULSORY LICENCES AND REVOCATION. 


20. (1) Any person interested may present a petition lo 

the Registrar alleging that the reasonable requirements of the 
public with respect to a patented invention have not been sa¬ 
tisfied and praying for the grant of a compulsory licence, or in 
the alternative for the revocation of the patent. 
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(2) The Registrar shall consider the petition, and il 
the parties do not come to an arrangement between themselves, 
(lie Registrar, if satisfied that a reasonable rase lias been made 
out, shall refer the petition to the District Court.

(3) When 4 any such petition is referred by (lie Be- 
islrar to theCourt, and it is proved lo tin* satisfaction of the Court 
that the reasonable requirements of the public with reference 
to the patented invention have not been satisfied, the patentee 
may be ordered by the Court to grant licences on such terms 
as the Court may think just, or, if tin* Court if of opinion that 
the reasonable requirements of the public will not be satisfied 
by the "rant of licences, the patent may he revoked by order 
of the Court. 


Provided that an order of revocation under this Section 
shall not lie made before the expiration of three years from 
the date of the patent, nor it tin* (patentee jjives ?

(4) On the hearing of' anv petition under this Section 
tlie patentee and any person claiming an interest in the patent 
as exclusive licensee or otherwise shall he made parties to the 
proceedings, and the Attorney Ceneral shall be entitled to be 
heard. 


(5) For the purposes of this Section, the reasonable 
requirements of the public shall not be deemed to have been 
satisfied: 


(a) if, by reason of the default of the patentee to ma¬ 
nufacture to an adequate extent and supply on reasonable terms 
a patented article, any trade or industry or the establishment 
of any new trade or industry in Palestine is unfairly prejudiced 
or the demand for (lie patented article or the article produced 
by the patented process /is not reasonably met; 

(b) if any trade or industry in Palestine is unfairly pre¬ 

judiced by conditions attached by the patentee to the purchase 
or use of a patented article or to the working of the patented 
process. t

(6) An order of the Court directing the grant of a licence 
under this Section shall operate as if it were embodied in a 
duly executed licence made between the parties to the pro¬ 
ceedings.

that the patent was obtained in fraud of the petitioners

(ii) that the petitioner or any person under or through 
whom he claims was the true inventor of any invention inclu¬ 
ded in the claim of the patentee; or 

(iii) that the petitioner or any person under or through 
whom he claims an interest in any Irade, business or manu¬ 
facture had publicly manufatured, used or sold within Palestine 
before the date of the patent, anything claimed by the patenter 
as liis invention. 


LEGAL PROCEEDINGS. 


22. (1) In any action or proceedings for infringement or 

revocation of a patent the Court may, if it thinks lit, call in the 
aid of an assessor specially qualified. 


(2) The remuneration, if any, to be paid to an asseseor 
under this Section shall be determined by the Court and paid in 
the manner to be provided by rules made under this Ordinance. 


23. In an action for infringement of a patent the plaintiff 
shall be entitled to relief by way of injunction and damages 
provided that a patentee shall not be entitled to recover damages 
in respect of any infringement of a patent granted after the 
commencement of this Ordinance from any defendant who 
proves that at the date of the infringement he was not awaie of 
the existence of the patent. 


REGISTRATION OK PATENTS GRANTED IN THE 


UNITED KINGDOM. 


24. (1) Any person being the grantee of a [latent issued 

in the United Kingdom or any person deriving his right from 
the grantee by assignment, transmission or other operation of 
law, may apply in the prescribed form to the Registrar within 
one year from the date of issue of the patent, for registration of 
such patent in Palestine. 


v (2) Every such application shall be acc* mpanied by 
two certified copies of the specification or specifications (including 
drawings, if any) of the United Kingdom Patent, and a certiorate 
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II 

of the (lomptroller-denei^al of Patents, Designs and Trade Marks 
ot the United Kingdom giving Ml particulars of the issue of the 
patent on such specification or specifications. 

ill) The Registrar shall advertise the application for 
a certificate of registration in such manner as may be prescribed, 
and any person may at any time within two months from the 
date of such advertisement give notice to the Registrar of opposi¬ 
tion to tht» issue of a certificate of registration on any id' the 
grounds mentioned in Section 10 of this Ordinance. 


(4) When* notice of opposition is given, the Registrar 
shall communicate the notice to the applicant and shall on the 
expiration of the period of two months, and after hearing the 
applicant and the opponent, if desirous of being heard, decide 
on the case. 


(T>) If there is no opposition, or in case of opposition, 
it the determination is in favour of the issue of the certificate of 
registration, the Registrar shall cause the certificate of regis¬ 
tration to be issued. 


((}) The issue of a cei tit irate of registration shall confer 
upon the owner thereof the like exclusive privileges and rights 
as if a patent had been issued to him under the provisions of 
this Ordinance and shall be subject to all the conditions and 
restrictions imposed upon a patent granted under this Ordinance.

(7) The exclusive privileges and rights so acquired shah 
date from the date of the patent granted in the United Kingdom 
but shall not abridge or oiliewise ailed the right of arty person 
ordinarily resident in Palestine, his agent or successor in busi¬ 
ness, to continue any bona tide manufacture, use or sale com¬ 
menced before (he date of the publication by the United King¬ 
dom Patent Office of the specification of the patent and the 
continued manufacture, use or salt* by such person or the use 
or sale of devices resulting from such manufacture or use 
shall not constitute an infringement of the exclusive privileges 
and rights enjoyed under the certificate of registration.

28. The Registrar may at any time publish in the Official 
(layette or in any other journal prescribed, a description and 
particulars of any patented invention and every such advertise¬ 
ment shall he made at the cost of the patentee.
